Dear Captain Smith: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office has completed its review of the August 8, 2009, fatal shooting of Ezequiel Jacobo 
by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputy Mat Taylor. We have concluded that Deputy 
Taylor acted lawfully in self-defense and in the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, property reports, analyzed 
evidence reports, and summaries of witness’ statements taken during the investigation by 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD), and submitted to this office by 
Sergeants Shannon Laren and Bill Cotter on November 6, 2009. The District Attorney 
Command Center was notified of the shooting at approximately 4:40 p.m. on August 8, 
2009. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attomey 
Christina Buckley and District Attorney Senior — | responded to 
the scene. They were given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and 
a “walk-through” of the scene. Compelled statements were not considered in our 
analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On "E 8, 2009, at approximately 4:00 p.m., Deputies Mat Taylor and — | 


were in full uniform and on patrol in a marked black and white patrol vehicle 
in the area of "Scottsdale Estates," in the City of Carson. As they drove north on Camel 
Back Drive North, they observed three vehicles parked illegally near the open garage 
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door of 6 Squaw Peak Lane. Taylor parked the vehicle and exited along with Hernandez 
to contact the occupants of the garage concerning the illegally parked vehicles. 


As Taylor and Е. гогогсъед the garage, they could see several people inside 
and smelled a strong odor of marijuana emitting from the open garage. Taylor and 

dered the occupants of the garage to place their hands on the hood of one of 
the parked vehicles. Four of the occupants complied with the order. | EN 
standing inside the garage and Bailey refused to join the others. He became verbally 
abusive. 


Taylor placed his мни to guide Ио. of the garage to conduct 


asearch. However, slapped Taylor’s hand away. Taylor stepped back and as he 
was requesting assistance via his hand-held radio, he noticed Ezequiel Jacobo seated on a 
set of short stairs that led to the interior of the house. Taylor immediately recognized 
Jacobo as a parolee at large who was considered armed and dangerous. ' 


Taylor immediately ordered Jacobo to lie face down on the floor of the garage due to 
previous contacts with Jacobo, where he fled on foot to avoid capture. Taylor repeatedly 
ordered Jacobo to lie down on the ground. Instead of complying with the command, 
Jacobo stood with clenched fists, became verbally abusive and advanced towards Taylor 
and Taylor removed his pepper spray canister and directed the spray at 
Jacobo’s eyes. Taylor was uncertain if the pepper spray made contact with Jacobo as it 
appeared to have no affect on him. 


Simultaneously, as Jacobo ran into —— ert shoulder, Taylor grabbed the back of 
Jacobo’s shirt. Taylor and Jacobo struggled into the area between two of the parked cars. 
During the scuffle, Jacobo tried to snatch Taylor’s service weapon that he was holding in 
his right hand. Jacobo was unable to gain control over Taylor's weapon. However, 
Jacobo was able to break free from Taylor's grasp. Taylor grabbed Jacobo's shirt again 
and the struggle continued. Jacobo made contact with Taylor's service weapon a second 
time. Although Jacobo was unable to get the gun, he broke free and ran with his hands in 
sight, a few steps away from Taylor. 


Jacobo stopped abruptly, with his hands out of view at his waistband and started to turn 
back toward Taylor. Jacobo, a parolee at large, considered armed and dangerous, caused 
Taylor to fear for his life. He fired his service weapon at Jacobo, striking him and 
causing him to fall to the ground. 


Paramedics treated Jacobo at the scene, but he succumbed to his wounds and was 
pronounced dead by Paramedic Le at 4:35 p.m. 


! Approximately three or four weeks prior, Taylor and над contact with Jacobo wherein he ran 
from them. Taylor had a copy of Jacobo's rap sheet with his picture and arrest warrant in the visor of his

Coroner Investigator Ryan Hays removed a six-inch knife from inside Jacobo’s left front 
pants pocket. Hays also removed a small clear plastic bag containing marijuana from 
Jacobo’s right coin pocket. 


On August 11, Deputy Medical Examiner Yulai Wang, M.D., performed an autopsy on 
Ezequiel Jacobo. He determined the cause of death was due to multiple gunshots 
wounds.? During the autopsy, Doctor Wang discovered a small black silk type bag tied 
to Jacobo's underwear. The bag contained a clear zip lock baggie with a crystalline 
substance later determined to be crystal methamphetamine. A toxicological analysis was 
conducted as a part of the autopsy and revealed measurable amounts of marijuana, 
amphetamine, and methamphetamine in Jacobo’s body. 


Investigators canvassed the area for witnesses who saw the shooting and conducted 
interviews concerning the incident. | EN that he had gotten of work 
and driven his car, a black Chevrolet Monte Carlo to the Scottsdale Estates?

LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if 
it reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of 
others that he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger 
of great bodily injury or death. (People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731.) 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. 
California Criminal Jury Instructions 3470. 


Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. If one is 
confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in 
the same position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act 
upon those circumstances. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is 
real or merely apparent. (People v. Minifie (1996) 13 Са!4Ф 1055, 1068.) 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 


justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 
(People v. Collins (1961) 189 Cal. App.3d 575).

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CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Ezequiel Jacobo was a parolee at 
large and considered “armed and dangerous.” Upon discovery of Jacobo in a garage 
where the odor of marijuana was emitting, Deputy Mat Taylor ordered Jacobo to lie on 
the ground. Jacobo refused to comply. Simultaneously as Jacobo was attempting to flee 
from imminent arrest, Deputy Taylor ineffectively utilized his pepper spray. A struggle 
ensued between Jacobo and Deputy Taylor. During the struggle, Jacobo attempted to 
gain control over Deputy Taylor’s service weapon. Subsequently, Jacobo broke free and 
ran away from Deputy Taylor. Suddenly, Jacobo stopped and with his hands hidden 
began to turn towards Deputy Taylor. In fear for his life, Deputy Taylor fired his 
weapon, ultimately ending a potentially lethal situation. 


Given the appearance of a rapidly evolving, life-threatening situation that confronted 


Deputy Taylor, we conclude he acted lawfully in self-defense. We are therefore closing 
our file and will take no further action in this matter,

On August 8, 2009, the Internal Affairs Bureau’s Force and Shooting Response Team 
responded to the City of Carson, regarding a deputy involved, hit shooting. The team 
consisted of Lieutenant Roderick Kusch and Sergeants Scott Hill and Albert Maldonado. 
Attorney Julie Ruhlin of the Office of Independent Review also responded. 


JAB NOTE: IAB Lieutenant Rod Kusch checked to see that the watch commander, 
Lieutenant Denise Oglesby, took reasonable steps to ensure that the involved and 
witness personnel did not discuss the incident among themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assicned investigators, and that the 
involved and witness personnel did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, IAB Lieutenant Kusch checked to see if the watch 
commander attempted to have involved and witness personnel gather in the 
company of a supervisor until they have provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 


When the team arrived at the location there were an active command post and 
containment of the area. Investigators learned that the series of events which occurred, 
culminated into a deputy involved, hit shooting involving Deputies Mat Taylor and Бей 

The personne! involved in the incident are uniformed patrol deputies working 
а two-person unit. The criminal investigation is being handled by Homicide Detectives, 
Shannon Laren and William Cotter. 
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SYNOPSIS: 

On August 8, 2009, at approximately 1547 hours, Deputies Mat Taylor (driver) anc WM 
(Dook-person) was working a two-person, no call “violent crimes” suppression 

unit. While patrolling the gated “Scottsdale Estates” condominium housing area in their 

marked patrol unit, they observed three vehicles parked illegally in the alleyway to the rear 

of the condominium units on Squaw Peak Lane. The vehicles were on the north side of 

the alleyway parked behind one another facing east bound in front of an open garage. 


Wanting to warn or cite the owners of the vehicles, Deputies Taylor and Ec rove 
east bound on Squaw Peak Lane and parked their patrol vehicle just west of the illegally 
parked vehicles toward the south side of the alleyway. There they observed approximately 
five to seven adult males congregating at the threshold of the open garage and alleyway 
at the illegally parked cars. 


Deputies Taylor and 00 exited their patrol vehicle and immediately smelled the 
odor of burnt marijuana coming from the area of the open garage where the males were. 
Deputies Taylor and BEEN с.о to detain the males regarding a marijuana 


investigation. They ordered the males (Witnesses 
+ ср а, ee To place Ther hands on 


the hood of the patrol vehicle in order to safely search them for the source of the smell. 


Witnesses и, ПЕШ ШШШ nc —— — complied and placed their hands on 
a burgundy Monte Carlo parked west of the open garage. Witness ас not 
comply as he remained inside the garage threshold at the west end cussing and yelling at 
Deputies Taylor and Що leave his house. 


Deputy Taylor approached the west side of the garage and placed his left hand on Witness 
right shoulder, but Witness pushed his arm and slapped his hand. 
As Deputy was standing near the Monte Carlo monitoring the four males at the 


hood of the car, she saw Witness Bush Deputy Taylor's hand away so she walked 
over and stood near Deputy Taylor. Not wanting to escalate the situation, Deputy Taylor 
took a step backward and to the side, then radioed the Sheriffs Communication Center 
(SCC) requesting backup due to an uncooperative person. 


After he did this and waiting for backup to arrive, Deputies Taylor and 00 ooked 
across the garage and saw a male sitting on a step thet leads into the residence. The 
male was wearing a baseball cap and had his head down. When he lifted his head up, 
Deputies Taylor and [recognized him as Ezequiel Jacobo, a wanted parolee at 
large, considered armed and dangerous, and a Carson-13 Catskill gang member. 


They recognized him as someone who ran from them several weeks prior to this incident. 


In that incident, Deputies Taylor and ШИ did not know him or his name, but after 
doing some followup investigation, Deputies Taylor and Г ciscovered that 
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Suspect Jacobo was a parolee at large, known to carry weapons. Deputies Taylor and 

rinted out a Wanted Persons Hit -No Bail warrant, issued by the Department 
of Corrections and several booking photographs of Suspect Jacobo, which they kept in 
their patrol vehicle, and later booked as evidence. 


Deputies Taylor and ЖАШ coin ed Suspect Jacobo at gun point and ordered him 
to the ground. Suspect Jacobo stood up with an enraged look on his face. He clenched 
his fists and failed to comply with their orders. Deputy Taylor used his handheld radio and 
requested the “patch” regarding his detention of an uncooperative, armed and dangerous, 
parolee at large. Deputy Taylor saw that Suspect Jacobo was sweating profusely, 
appeared to be confused, and under the influence of a stimulant as he was pacing back 
and forth and up and down in the garage. Deputy Taylor said Suspect Jacobo had a fight 
or flight look. 


Deputy ш. at the east end of the garage at the threshold while Deputy Taylor 
stood to her left side. Still not complying with their orders to lie on the ground or to put his 
hands up, Suspect Jacobo came within five feet of Deputy Taylor, so he sprayed Jacobo’s 
chest and partial facial area with a 2-3 second burst of OC. Suspect Jacobo wiped his face 
and kept moving, so the spray did not appear to be effective. 


Within seconds, Suspect Jacobo lunged at Deputy И and struck her right 
shoulder with his right arm. This caused her to have to take a step backward to prevent 
from falling as Jacobo ran past her. Simultaneously as Suspect Jacobo lunged at Deputy 
а: because he was still holding his handgun in his right hand, Deputy Taylor 
reached out with his left hand and grabbed onto the back of Suspect Jacobo's shirt while 
being pulled behind Suspect Jacobo into the alleyway, north of the parked cars. 


In the alleyway, Suspect Jacobo appeared to want to run east bound on the north side of 
the parked vehicles, but Deputy Taylor was holding him. Suspect Jacobo spun around to 
his left sice and into Deputy Taylor's body causing Deputy Taylor to lose his grasp on 
Suspect Jacobo. Deputy MEER. standing next to Deputy Taylor and Suspect 
Jacobo as they struggled and saw Suspect Jacobo as he reached out with his right hand 
and grabbed at the bottom portion of Deputy Taylor's handgun. Deputy Taylor pulled his 
handgun in tight to his chest area. He reached out and again, grabbed onto Suspect 
Jacobo as they struggled southbound in the alleyway between the two parked vehicles. 


Deputy hen positioned herself to monitor the males on the hood of the car and 
the uncooperative male still in the garage while continually giving them commands. in 
between the two parked vehicles and for a second time, Suspect Jacobo spun away from 
Deputy Taylor causing Taylor to strike his back against the tail gate of one of the parked 
vehicles. Suspect Jacobo then pushed Deputy Taylor’s handgun outward and ran several 
steps southeast direction from Deputy Taylor. 
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Deputy Taylor was a couple of steps behind Suspect Jacobo when he saw Jacobo stop, 
lower his hands, then pivot on his right foot, turning back toward Deputy Taylor. No longer 
seeing Suspect Jacobo’s hands, and believing he was arming himself with a gun, Deputy 
Taylor fired nine rounds at Suspect Jacobo with his Department-issue Beretta handgun. 


The suspect fell to the ground and Deputy Taylor stepped back while maintaining cover on 

Suspect Jacobo as he radioed SCC regarding his officer involved shooting and advising 

that the suspect was down. Deputy И: monitored the males on the hoad of 
the car who were now becoming as uncooperative as Witness i until assisting units 

arrived. When assisting units arrived, the males on the hood of the car and Witness [J 
were searched and placed into patrol vehicles pending further investigation. 


IAB Note: During the entire incident, Witness M NN continued to verbally 
assault either individually or together, Deputies Taylor and Deputy EEE while 
failing to comply with their orders. He stood at or near the west side of the garage 
at the threshold during the incident. 


The scene was not rendered safe due to several uncooperative persons who remained in 
the house, refusing to exit. After utilizing the Public Address system and making several 
calls into the residence, the three occupants exited the house. The residence was cleared, 
then finally a locked makeshift room within the garage, and the scene was rendered safe. 
Fire Department and Paramedics personnel entered and pronounced Suspect Jacobo 
dead. 


Located within the open garage area was a plastic bag containing a leafy substance 
resembling marijuana, a digital scale, a burnt cigarette containing a leafy substance 
resembling marijuana, and a tin lunch box containing several live ammunition rounds, 
along several other miscellaneous items. For further, refer to Exhibit A, pages 76 
through 84. The green leafy substance was examined by the Crime Laboratory and 
discovered to be marijuana. Refer to the Laboratory Report under Exhibit A, pages 104 
and 106 through 109. 


During the incident, Deputy Taylor received a minor scrape on the top of his middle finger 
on his right hand. He did not require nor request medical treatment. 


Homicide Bureau was notified, and Detectives William Cotter and Shannon, took the 
handle of the investigation. 


At Carson Sheriff's Station, Homicide Investigators William Cotter and Shannon Laren 
retrieved Deputy Taylors weapon from his holster. The magazine and live rounds were 
counted. The handgun, magazine, and live rounds were taken as evidence, and later 
submitted to the Scientific Services Bureau's Firearms Section under Lab Receipt 
#K100509. Referto The Firearms Examiner Reports under Exhibit A, pages 110 through 
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On December 23, 2009, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office, Justice System 
Integrity Division, concluded their review of the shooting and have concluded that Deputy 
Taylor acted lawfully in self-defense, and in the defense of others. For further, refer to the 
District Attorney’s Letter of Opinion in the Miscellaneous Documents section of this case 
book.

INJURIES: 
Deputy Taylor received a minor scrape on the top of his middle finger on his right hand. 
He did no: require medical treatment. 


Suspect Jacobo sustained seven gunshot wounds to his body (six which did not exit his 
body, and one through and through wound) and died as a result of multiple gunshot 
wounds. 7he major injuries included perforations of the right lung, heart, liver, right Kidney, 
aorta, intestine, bladder, and associated severe hemorrhage. For further, refer to the 
Autopsy Report listed in Exhibit A, pages 160 through 187. Refer to Exhibit E for three 
CD's which contain photographs of the crime scene, photographs of the autopsy, and 
photographs of Deputies Taylor and MEME as well as several witnesses. 


IAB Note: There was a delay in medical treatment for Suspect Jacobo due to the 


situation was not rendered safe for emergency personnel because occupants in the 
residence refused to cooperate with deputy personnel clearing the scene. For 
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further, refer to Deputy Robert Fulop's supplemental report in Exhibit A, pages 16 
through 21. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 

Located within the involved area (alleyway) were nine expended 9mm Luger cartridge 
casings, pieces of a broken red tail light lens, one fired bullet fragment, a small piece of 
metal, and a plastic bag containing a leafy substance resembling marijuana. Located 
within the open garage area was a plastic bag containing a leafy substance resembling 
marijuana, a digital scale, a burnt cigarette containing a leafy substance resembling 
marijuana, and a tin lunch box containing several live ammunition rounds, along several 
other miscellaneous items. For further, refer to Exhibit A, pages 76 through 84. The 
green leafy substance was examined by the Crime Laboratory and discovered to be 
marijuana. Referto the Laboratory Report under Exhibit A, pages 104 and 106 through 
109. 


Coroner Forensic Technician Mike Cormier located a small black bag tied to Suspect 
Jacobo's underwear. The contents of the bag contained a crystalline substance 
resembling methamphetamine, which was later identified as crystal methamphetamine. 
For further, refer to Exhibit A, pages 74 through 84 and 105. 


The evidence and the general area were photographed by Forensic Identification 
Specialist 11 Susannah E. Baker. Refer to Forensic Identification Specialist 11 Baker's 
reports in Exhibit A, pages 97 through 104, and photographs, presented as Exhibit E. 
The Scientific Services Bureau report and scene diagram by Forensic Identification 
Specialist Il Martin Mutuc (Exhibit A, pages 115 through 117), and the Firearms Report 
by David Kim (Exhibit A, pages 110 through 114). 


During the autopsy, six projectiles and several fragments were removed from Suspect 
Jacobo's body. Also, he had one through and through bullet wound. For further, refer to 
the Los Angeles County Coroner's Report, presented in Exhibit A, pages 160 through 
187. 


INVESTIGATORS' OBSERVATIONS: 

The crime scene was located within a private, gated condominium housing area, in a 
common alleyway which separates the rear residences on Squaw Peak Lane and Rawhide 
Lane. The shooting scene was contained with yellow crime scene tape. Within the yellow 
crime scene tape were three vehicles parked on the north side of the alleyway. A black 
and white patrol car was parked facing east bound on the south side of the alleyway, just 
westofthe civilian vehicles. Laying on the concrete ground faced up was Suspect Jacobo, 
nine expended cartridge casings, and broken red pieces of a tail light lens. Refer to the 
evidence list, crime scene photographs, sketch and autopsy of Suspect Jacobo, presented 
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as Exhibit A, pages 97 through 104, and pages 115 through 117. There were no bullet 
strikes or damage located on any of the area buildings or property. 


WEAPON USED BY DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 

Deputy Mat Taylor carried his duty firearm, a 9mm Luger caliber, Department-issued, 
Beretta, model 92FS, semiautomatic, blue steel, serial ВЕК with “Winchester” 
9mm Luger brand ammunition. Deputy Taylor carried his weapon with 15 rounds in the 
magazine and one in the chamber. During the incident, he fired nine rounds. Following 
the shooting, he had six live rounds in his magazine and one in the chamber. The 
ammunition did not appear to be modified in any way. One fired bullet fragment was 
located in the alleyway, six fired projectiles and several fragments were located during the 
autopsy of Suspect Jacobo’s body, along with a through and through bullet wound. 


Deputy Taylor's handgun was examined, tested, and found to be functional. The weapon 
and ammunition did not appear to be modified in any way and the trigger pull weight was 
within the manufacturer's specification. The nine expended cartridge cases, six fired 
bullets, and one bullet fragment were fired by Deputy Taylor's handgun. Refer to The 
Firearms Examiner Reports under Exhibit A, pages 110 through 114. 


Deputy Taylor last qualified with his Department-issued Beretta handgun or ии 
For further, refer to his shooting scores, presented as Exhibit D. 


WEAPONS USED BY THE SUSPECT: 
Suspect Jacobo pushed Deputy Bith his arm, struggled with Deputy Taylor and 
attempted to grab his (Taylor's) handgun. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE: 

No bullet holes or impacts were observed at the location. The right rear tail light lens was 
cracked on a white pick-up truck, which was parked in the alleyway. The damage was 
possibly caused during the struggle between Deputy Taylor and Suspect Jacobo.

It was clear, sunny, late afternoon summer day. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Mat Taylor was interviewed during the investigation by Homicide Investigators 
Shannon Laren and William Cotter on August 8, 2009. He was represented by attorney 
Elizabeth Gibbons from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing 
the digitally audio recorded interview located in [AB’s audio files and/or the verbatim 
transcripts listed under the Transcriptions section of the casebook. Fora summary of his 
interview with the Homicide investigators, refer to Exhibit A, pages 57 through 61. 


Deputy Mat Taylor was interviewed by IAB Sergeant Dinah Grote on October 27, 2009, 
at 1150 hours, at the IAB Commerce office. He was represented by Elizabeth Gibbons 
from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interview located in IAB's audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under 
the Transcriptions section of the casebook. 


Deputy Taylor explained that he and his partner stoppec to warn/cite the owners of three 
illegally parked vehicles which were parked outside an open garage door in the alleyway. 
Upon exiting the patrol car, Deputy Taylor smelled the strong odor of marijuana coming 
from the open garage area where approximately five to sx male adults were congregating 
at the garage near the parked vehicles. He ordered the males to place their hands on the 
radio car so that he could conduct a narcotic's investigation. All but one male, Witness 

complied with Deputy Taylor's orders. Не remained at the threshold of the 
open garage using abusive verbal language toward Deputies Taylor and 


IAB Note: The City Council of Carson adopted Resolution No. 74-128 on July 15, 
1974, which authorized the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department to enforce vehicle 
code violations with Scottsdale Estates. Refer to the copy of a City of Carson 
Internal Memorandum, a copy of a City of Carson Notice of Violation citation, and 
a Carson Sheriff Station Watch Briefing, which is presented as Exhibit B. 


Deputy Taylor tried to guide Witness lout of the garage by placing his left hand 
onto the right shoulder of but he pushed end slapped Deputy Taylor's arm 
and hand. Not wanting the other detained males to become involved and trying to de- 
escalate the situation, Deputy Taylor stepped to the side and requested backup via his 
handheld radio regarding the uncooperative individual. As Deputy Taylor stepped back, 
he saw Suspect Jacobo on the opposite side of the garage sitting on a step that leads into 
the residence. Deputc M MU Taylor recognized Suspect Jacobo as someone 
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who ran from him during a traffic stop in the Scottsdale Estates two to three weeks prior 
to this incident. After Suspect Jacobo ran from Deputy Taylor, Taylor did some follow-up 
investigation and learned that Suspect Jacobo was a parolee-at-large (PAL), considered 
armed and dangerous, and an active “Carson-13, Catskill" gang member. Refer to the 
investigation documents located in the visor of the patrol vehicle after the shooting incident 
(Exhibit A, page 78, Item #17, pages 122 through 124, and 159). 


Deputy Taylor removed his handgun, requested the “Patch” (emergency frequency) via his 
handheld radio and advised Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC) that he was detaining 
a parolee-at-large, considered armed and dangerous, at gunpoint, and requested 
assistance. Refer to the CD's in Exhibit C, which contains Deputy Taylor's radio 
transmissions during the incident. 


Deputy Taylor ordered the suspect to the ground, but he refused to comply as he stood up 
with an enraged look, clenched his fists, and verbally assaulted Deputies Taylor and 

as he paced back and forth in the garage. Deputy Taylor stated Suspect 
Jacobo appeared to be under the influence of a stimulant based on Suspect Jacobo's 
(sweating profusely, eyes dilated, acted irrational and confused) behavior. After Suspect 
Jacobo failed to comply with their orders to Пе on the ground and came within five feet of 
Deputy Taylor, Taylor sprayed a 2-3 second burst of OC spray at Suspect Jacobo's chest 
and face. Because Suspect Jacobo kept moving as he was being sprayed, the effects had 
little to no effect on him. 


Deputy [repositioned herself to the east side (right) of Deputy Taylor, standing 
at the threshold of the garage entrance at the east end. Suspect Jacobo then ran at 
Deputy [ striking her right shoulder area with his right arm. Simultaneously, 
Deputy Taylor reached out with his left hand and grabbed onto the back of Suspect 
Jacobo's shirt as he ran past Deputy MEM, While holding onto Suspect Jacobo's 
shirt, Deputy Taylor was dragged to the east side of Deputy ШИИ. a southeast 
direction, approximately five feet into the alleyway, while still holding his handgun in his 
right hand. 


Now in the alleyway on the north side of two parked pickup trucks, Deputy Taylor said 
Suspect Jacobo appeared to want to run east bound, buthe could not because Taylor had 
a hold of his right arm. Suspect Jacobo then spun counterclockwise causing Deputy Taylor 
to lose his grasp of Suspect Jacobo's arm. When Jacobo spun around, he collided with 
Deputy Taylor's body as they ended up face to face between the two pickup trucks. With 
his right hand, Suspect Jacobo reached out to grab Deputy Taylors handgun from 
underneath, but Taylor pulled his handgun to his chest. Deputy Taylor said he was unable 
to shoot Suspect Jacobo because his backdrop was Deputy BENE. was still 
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standing at the threshold of the garage detaining the other males at gun point while giving 
verbal orders to them. 


Now struggling in the alleyway southbound between the two pickup trucks, Deputy Taylor 
said Suspect Jacobo was sweaty profusely, but he was able to grab onto him. For a 
second time, Suspect Jacobo spun around. He then slapped at Deputy Taylor's handgun 
hitting it outward causing Deputy Taylor to pull backward striking his back against the tail 
gate area of the white pickup truck and losing his grasp on Suspect Jacobo. Now south 
of the white pickup truck and in the middie portion of the alleyway, Suspect Jacobo began 
to run east bound with his hands at his sides. Deputy Taylor took several steps toward 
Suspect Jacobo with a distance of approximately six feet between them. 


In one motion, Suspect Jacobo stopped running, lowered his hands in front of his body, 
then pivoted on his right foot turning left toward Deputy Taylor. With the knowledge of 
Suspect Jacobo's armed and dangerous, parolee-at-large status anc that he had not been 
searched, coupled with Jacobo's gang affiliation and Jaccbo's attempt to take his (Taylor's) 
gun from him, Deputy Taylor believed Suspect Jacobo was armed with a gun and feeling 
threatened, Deputy Taylor fired five to seven rounds at Suspect Jacobo as he spun back 
toward Deputy Taylor. 


Deputy Taylor rapidly fired the rounds at Suspect Jacobc adding that he did not have time 
to reassess his rounds. He stated he saw his partner standing at the threshold of the 
garage while he was struggling with Suspect Jacobo in between the vehicles, and he could 
hear Deputy И. iving out orders to the males. Deputy Taylor momentarily lost 
sight of Deputy — c the shooting incident. After the shooting, he stepped 
back (west) and saw Deputy BEEN. the garage while he advised the Sheriff's 
Communication Center of his shooting. For further, refer to Deputy Taylor's Weapons 
Training Records (Exhibit D). 


Deputy Taylor stated he received a slight nick across the top of his middle finger on his 
right hanc. He believed it occurred during the згидде with Suspect Jacobo or from 
bumping into the car. He did not require any medical treatment.

Deputy ШШШ. interviewed by [AB Sergeant Dinah Grote on October 27, 
2009, at 1331 hours, at the [AB Commerce office. She was represented by Elizabeth 
Gibbons from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio recorded interview located in [AB's audio files and/orthe verbatim transcripts 
listed under the Transcriptions section of the casebook. 


Deputy | — БЕ that she and Deputy Taylor observed three vehicles parked 
illegally in the alleyway in front of an open garage. Upon exiting the patrol car to warn or 
cite the owners of the vehicles, she smelled the odor of marijuana coming from the open 
garage where four to five males stood near the parked vehicles. 


Deputy asked the males to place their hands on the Monte Carlo vehicle which 
was parked west of the black pickup truck. She said the males were cooperative so she 
stood in the alleyway watching them as Deputy Taylor walked toward the open garage. 
Dep uty MIR оста а male Black (Witness WW yelling and cussing at them 
as he stood inside the garage at the threshold to the alleyway. Since the males on the 
hood of the car were cooperative, Depu ked closer to assist Deputy Taylor 
by giving commands to Witness He failed to comply with their orders, so 
Deputy Taylor placed his hand on Witnes: houlder to guide him over to the 
car, but Witnes: ushed Deputy Taylor's hand away. Deputy Taylor then 
radioed for ba: as Deputy tood on his right side (east). She said Witness 
ontinued to be uncooperative, calling them names, and telling them to get 
out of his house. 


ТАВ Note: Deputy [EEE stated that when she grabbed her radio's microphone 
to advise SCC of the backup request, Deputy Taylor was on the radio first, so she 
let go of her microphone and it dropped down, which prevented her from providing 
updates to SCC regarding the Deputy Taylor's fight with Suspect Jacobo. 


At that point, she noticed a male Hispanic sitting on a step that leads into the residence. 
As the male stood up, she recognized Suspect Jacobo as an armed and dangerous, 
parolee at large, who ran from her and Deputy Taylor approximately three to four weeks 
prior to this incident. Via his handheld radio, Deputy Taylor advised the Sheriff's 
Communication Center that they were detaining an armec and dangerous, parolee at large, 
at gunpoint. 
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Standing at the threshold of the garage at the east end, Deputy [and Deputy 
Taylor drew their handguns and ordered Suspect Jacobo to the ground, but he failed to 
comply as he cussed at them. She said Suspect Jacobo was moving around the garage 
either trying to get away or fight them, still not complying with their orders. As Suspect 
Jacobo neared them, Deputy Taylor who stood on her left side (west) sprayed Jacobo with 
OC. This did not prove to be effective because Suspeci Jacobo kept moving around. 


Within a couple of seconds, Suspect Jacobo lunged at Deputy SEE iting her right 
shoulder area with his right arm, causing her to have to step back in order to maintain her 
balance. As this occurred, Deputy Taylor reached out across her and grabbed onto the 
back of Suspect Jacobo's shirt and they started struggling in the alleyway, right next to her 
when she saw Suspect Jacobo reach out and touch Deputy Taylor's handgun as they 
continued struggling south bound between the two parked pickup trucks. 


At this point Deputy на сп ей the west side of the garage where Witness ДД 

stood at the threshold, and the five males standing in the alleyway at the hood of 
the car while giving them commands. Deputy i Witness [continued 
to be unccoperative by not obeying her orders to place his hands on the car or to lie on the 
ground. He continued to yell and “mother fucking” them, so she positioned her body so 
that she could monitor Deputy Taylor's struggle, Witness И and the five other 
males at the hood of the car who had not yet been searched were trying to pull their hands 
off to see the struggle between Deputy Taylor and Suspect Jacobo. 


Deputy НИИ: 2:0 her focus was on the uncooperative male (Witness 

and the males at the hood of the car. She said she could hear Deputy Taylor ordering 
Suspect Jacobo to stop fighting and to lie on the ground as they struggled between the 
vehicles. She then heard five to six gunshots, so she moved a step to the east and saw 
Deputy Taylor standing in the alleyway. Deputy Taylor then advised SCC via his handheld 
radio of a “998." She said she did not know if Deputy Taylor had been shot or injured, but 
she saw that Deputy Taylor was okay and heard his radio transmissions, so she turned 
back toward the males and continued to give them commands because they were coming 
off the car. The males were detained at the car until assisting units arrived. 


Deputy EE said when the initial struggle began between Deputy Taylor and 
Suspect Jacobo, she was right next to the struggle and she saw Suspect Jacobo reach 
for Deputy Taylor's handgun. Because of tho struggle, she worried that she might shoot 
Deputy Taylor instead of Suspect Jacobo. She did not consider a direct body shot to 
Suspect Jacobo. Also, she feared the other males would come assist Suspect Jacobo, so 
she contirued to detain them until assisting units arrived.
